mary of tho annual reports of State 
Prohibition 
Directors 
coincident 
with an annual review perpared by 
Commissioner Haynes himself. 
Tightening up of prohibition 
en­ 
forcement work, w’ith increased re­ 
sults in securing obedience to the 
Prohibition 
Amendment 
and 
the 
Volstead Act was reported generally, 
and Commissioner Hayes 
declared 
the national situation as 
a whole 
most satisfactory. 
Reduced withdrawals of spirituous 
liquors was reported 
almost 
uni­ 
formly. 
The state directors 
also, 
with the striking exception of New 
York, reported 
increased 
coopera­ 
tion by local officials in enforcem ent 
w’ork. 
There was a wide disparity 
in the number of arrests and convic­ 
tions, however, some directors 
re­ 
porting large increases w’hile others 
said increased law observance had 
resulted in decreases 
in 
prosecu­ 
tions. 
A large number of states re­ 
ported that substantial 
percentages 
of the arests made w'ere of aliens or 
persons of foreign nationality. 
Details of the seizure cf thousands 
of stills

A Celery Turnip 


“Celery turnip” is a comparatively rick soil, 
new vegetable to 
most 
tables al­ 
though tho turnip-rooted celery 
or 
seleriac has been in cultivation for 
many years. It is, as its name indi­ 
cates, a celery with a thick fleshy 
root like a turnip. 
To prepare it for the table, pare 
the root, soak it in cold water for 
an hour, then slice and boil until ten­ 
der and serve with a dressing either 
of cream or butter, precisely as if 
it were a turnip. 
It may also 
be 
mashed. 
A popular use, 
hoverer, Is sliced 
cold in salads. In this case the root 
is boiled whole in salted water until 
tender, peeled and sliced and dressed 
with French or mayonnaise dressing 
as preferred. It has the same flavor 
as celery. 
It may be sow'n now for a late crop 
and the plants transplanted as soon 
as they have made two true leaves 
about a foot apart In rows eighteen 
inches to two feet apart 
It needs 


plenty of 
moisture 
and 
thorough cultivation 
the same as 
celery. The roots keep as well when 
stored in the cellar, as turnips or 
beets. 
Celeriac is beginning to appear in 
the city markets 
each 
winter al­ 
though its progress into popular fav­ 
or has been slow owing to ignorance 
of how to prepare it for the table. It 
makes a useful addition to the menu, 
furnishing a variety of 
vegetables 
when the selection is rather limited. 
The Large Erfurt for many 
years 
was the standard variety, but recent­ 
ly there have been improvements in 
this vegetable w-hich consist in types 
with smoother surface and fewer 
roots. 
The new “Delicatesse” is a 
good example of the improved type. 
If you can spare a row in your 
garden for a few plants of celeriac 
you will be adding a vegetable to 
the winter 
supply which 
will 
be 
much relished by anyone who likes 
the flavor of celery.

WASHINGTON, June l l — Increas- 
es in the imports from South Ameri­ 
ca w’ere particularly notable during 
April, it was shown in an analysis of 
the foreign

partment.

ports to a point at which the trade 
balance swrnng against this country,

for April a year ago. 
The increases in shipments from
